Weathered almost beyond recog­ 
nition, one of the original crown 
atones that marked the line sepa­ 
rating two colonies and later used 
as a div iding line between Free 
states and Slav e states has been in­ 
cluded in exhibits in the Gettysburg 
Museum. 
The marker was brought from 
Britain and set in place in 1767. 
The coat of arms of Lord Baltimore 
and William Penn, respectiv ely, on 
opposite sides of the stone indicate 
the div iding line between the two 
colonies.

authorized remov al of the stone 
from its site on a farm between 
Gettysburg Pa., and Harney, Md., 
and a new marker was set on the 
spot.

Workers Charge C arritra are Fall­ 
ing to Cooperate in Roosevelt 
Recovery Campaign.

CLEVELAND, Aug. 4—America's 
railroads were 
charged by their 
workers today with failing to co­ 
operate with President Roosevelt's 
“drive for the restoration of proa 
parity.” 
The Railway Labor Executives 
association, In which 21 brother­ 
hoods are represented, concluded 
to carry their grievances to the 
President and demand that 'some 
action be taken to bring about the 
re-employment of the great army 
of more than 700,000 workers now 
without jobs arid being supported 
by public and private expense.” 
The association considered the
